FELL ASLEEP AT
EDGE OF TRACK

Aroused by Noise, He Jumped
Suddenly* as "Owl" Car Ap¬
peared and Was Instantly
Crushed to Death.Father
Identifies Body.Crew
Arrested and Released.

Surprised from his slumlmr betweenthe < ar tracks, L'-siu- H Koikes, of r,oi¦West Clay Street, sprang lnio the sideof eaatbound Broad and Main Street
car No. 00t> about 5 o'clock yesterday
morning, and was Instantly killed. Theaccident occurred on Broad Street, be¬
tween Cedar and Allison Streets, about
half way between stopping points,
As the heavy car rushed on. the body

was hurled against an Iron light pole,
and one leg was twisted around the
pole. C. C. Eddieton was In charge «»f
the car, and F. C. Junes was the con¬
ductor. It was not yet light enough to
fo-o objects clearly, and the car passed
on without either man seeing the body,
or knowing that some one had been
¦truck.

Found on Hour I.nter.
The body was not discovered until

a Lakeside car. running from the barns
a few minutes before <> o'clock to begin
work on the First Street line, came up
nearly an hour later Motormnn .1 W,
Turner saw it lying between the east
and westbound tracks. Huddled up and
around the iron pole, and called the at¬
tention of the conductor. J. 1, Tucker,
to the fact that a dead man was lying
near the car. Just then the headlight
of the "owl" car, which did the killing,
came into view, and the Lakeside car
Blood by. None of the two crews knew
then how the man had come to his
death, and they notified the office and
the police, and. in turn. Coroner Taylor
was called to the scene.

Several theories as to how Folkes
had come to his death were advanced,
but examination of car itOS, after it had
reached the barns, showed that it had
brushed the man aside as he evidently
fprang forward from his sleep and lit¬
erally bartered him to death, breaking
nearly every bone In the body.

Fathfr Identifies* Body.
Mounted Oftleer Krug, wlto had been

<: schoolmate of the dead man. who
had seen Fblkes an hour before the ac¬
cident only two squares away, was the
first to Identify the body, and a mes¬
sage was sent to ills home. Mr. Felkes,father of the young man. knowing that
bis son had not been homo during the
night, went tn the scene, and identified
tite body as that of his son. He was
1aken home on the verge of collapse,
and conveyed the news to the other
members of the family. They themselves
knew little of the supposed details of
the accident, and were unaMe to dis¬
cuss It.
Captain McMahon and Detective-Ser¬

geants Wiley and Kellain investigatedthe case, and, with officials of the Vir¬
ginia Hallway and Power Company,reached the conclusion that Fblkes was
asleep between the tracks, probablyiigainst a tree box, when he was
aroused by lite, noise of the passing
car and sprang to catch it. Traces of
blood and a strand of hair were found
on the left rear journal box, and dirt
¦was found to have been rubbed from
the bcum in from.

Hurled Fifteen Feet.
There was much blood also between

the tree box and the light pole around
which the body was hung, a distance
of about fifteen feet, and it is sup¬posed that the body was hurled from
one to the other. It was stated by one
who knew the young man that h i was
tomet irpes in the habit of filing
asleep on street corners while, waitingfor street cars.

It was not until after 7 o'clock, when
Coroner Taylor had finished his exami¬
nation and detective and street car of
flclals were satisfied Hhat Fblkes Had
been accidentally killed, that the body
vas removed to an undertaking es¬
tablishment.
Both Fddleton and Jones, crew of the

"owl" car, were formally placed under
arrest, and were immediately admitted
to bail in tite sum of $500 each for their
appearance before the coroner's in¬
quest at 10 o'clock to-morrow morning.Young Folkes was thirty years old,
a native of Richmond. He was em¬
ployed as assistant foreman b^j 11. \\"
Ttountree and Brothers' Trunk and BagCompany. He was unmarried. He is
survived by hoth parents, one brother,Hunter B. Folkes. and two sisters, Mrs.Leslie Fcrriu and Miss Maggie Folkes
The funeral arrangements will be

announced later.

Premier Canalejas Con¬
tinues in Power at
King's Request.

WILL CONSTRUCT
NEW MINISTRY

Believed That He Alone Can
Prevent Ferrer Case From De¬
veloping Into Spanish Drey¬
fus Affair.His Retention
in Office Displeasing to

Vatican.

Madrid. April 2..The ministerial
crisis, which appeared fraught with
(he greatest possibilities, seems to
have ended as abruptly as it began. It!
has resolved itself, seemingly to the!
general relief, into a second r^^on-
struc.tlori of the Canalejas ministry.
King Alfonso, on his arrival from

Seville this afternoon, immediately
received Senor Canalejas and requo.«t"d
him to continue in power. The pre-
rnier agreed on condition that he be
p.-rmtttcd to make such change.-; in the
Cabinet as he deemed necessary. To,
this the King readily assented.
The premier hopes that the work!

of reconstruction may be completed
to-morrow, and the new ministry will
appear in the <"'ort es without delay.
The retiring ministers probably will
be Ceneral Aznar. Minister of War,
who was mainiy responsible for the.)crisis by his attitude in demanding
that the Ferrer debate be suspended
Immediately by a vote of the ma-
jority, and Senor Cobian, Minister of]
Finance, who appears never to have!
been wholly in agreement witii the
religious policy of the premier.

Helleve f'nptnin-tienernl.
It is understood that one of tite first

steps of the premier will \,e to relieve
the ca.ptaln-genoral of Madrid of his
command.
The continuation of Senor Canalejas

in power is universally regarded as
the only possible solution of a crisis
of exceptionally gravity. Canalejas is
supported both by public opinion in
Madrid and the provinces and all sec¬
tions of the Liberals as well as by
many Conservatives. It is generally!believed that he alone is capable of
preventing the Ferrer case from de-veloping Into a Spanish Dreyfus affair,!

mal, looking to the bringing about of ajreal and binding conference of repre¬
sentatives to be appointed by either
side if tii" present plans succeed. Die
Estrada is a- lawyer and a member of
the junta. His home is in Mexico, at
Mazatlan.
Senor Ascona stated that the delega¬

tion named would wait at El Faso, if
they go into Mexico at all. for pass¬
ports giving them the fullest assurances
of safety and freedom on their mission.
It may not be necessary for them to
leave American soli, in case Francisco
I. Madero, tiie younger, has digested
Dimantour's tentative proposal, and, as
Is hoped, has already dispatched a mes-
senger from his camp to El Faso.

It may. however, be necessary for
the negotiators, even after the receipt
of a letter, to secure a personal inter¬
view, should the < orrespondence fall to
be full and explicit. Should the trip
into Chihuahua be made, automobiles
will be used over, tin; direct route from
151 Paso, the railroad being out of com¬
mission.
Members of the Junta to-day reiter¬

ated in a general way their comments
on President Diaz's message to Con¬
gress as bc-ing unsatisfactory. It makeshö direct" reference to any real move,
on the government's part to secure
peace. In fact, it is held rather to
minimize the Importance of the revolt.
Important reforms are advocated, hut.

The
insurreetos held that Diaz must do
more than his message promises.

The government of President Diaz,he declares. "by throwing aside its

pride and furnishing a proof of its pa¬triotism." may treat openly with the
revolutionists, putting an end to theconflict ami arranging "the be'st man¬
ner of guaranteeing the reforms and
just öemands of the rovolut ionisu," or
the war may continue to tts tlnal tri¬
umph, which Dr. Gomez believes is not
far distant.

Dr. Gomez said that if the revolution-ists were obliged to pursue the latter
course, he hoped that "in the interest of
justice; and humanity," the United
States would recognize the belliger- !
enc.y of the insurreetos.

"I say In the interest of justice and
humanity," said Dr. Gomez, "because up
to the present time, inasmuch as the
government of Genera] Diaz itas in¬sisted on treating the revolutionsts as
bandits, they have not been able to
properly organize a medical service to
attend to the sick and wounded and theburial of tiie dead. At present, if a

Shins of Atlniitlc Fleet Will llcnln

Shooting Tu-OnyiWashington. D. C. April 2..The an¬
imal battle practice of tho Atlantic
fleet off the Virginia capos will begin
in earnest to-morrow morning, when
fourteen of the sixteen battleships,
under command of Rear-Admiral Senton
Scbroedor, «-111 direct, their big guna
at targets representing warships of a
supposed enemy. Sceretary of the
Navy Meyer, on the President's yacht.Mayflower, will be an eyewitness to
observe the efficiency of the officers,
men and guns under battle conditions.
Twenty-live vessels of the navy will

he on the scene of battle, which is
known as tho southern drill grounds.This is a spot set. aside by the navyfor its use. as It occupies an unfre¬
quented part of the ocean, which Is of
easy access to the naval anchorage InHampton Roads.
The four divisions of the fleet will

be spread over a distance of forty or
forty-live miles. With their big twelve,
inch guns, the battleships will tire at
canvas screens stretched between
masts on heavy rafts. These will be
towed by a fleet auxiliary, and a bat¬tleship, steaming at ten miles an hour,six, seven or eight miles away, willdirect its guns upon the targets.Fach screen will he examined fre¬
quently, and records of tho hits will bemade. In this way the annual recordsof target practice are obtained andthe ships rated as to etlirlency.j After the slnglo vessels have had!their turn at shooting, the fleet, in twodivisions, will direct its guns simul¬taneously upon the targets. Nightpractice will follow the division firing.Kxercises In repelling torprdo boatattacks and recording the tiring onthe. target screens will occupy severalnights.

Rivalry is keen among the officers
and gun crews of the different, battle¬ships, as the records made will deter¬mine the winner of the fleet trophy,the blue ribbon of the navy. TheSouth Carolina now holds the covetedhonor.

legislation could be put through the
Senate at this time, and that the extra
session would adjourn earlier than has
generally been anticipated. Sentiment
among tin1 Regular Republicans in the
Senate is overwhelmingly against any
sort, of tariff revision at the extra ses-;slon. Without the support of the Pro¬
gressives, the Democrats cannot, pos¬sibly pet any tariff bills through the
upper branch of Congress.

It is apparent that the Regular Re¬
publicans of the Senate will do every¬thing in their power to postpone all
matters of general legislation until the
regular session next Do< ember. It. is
said that a number of Progressive Re¬
publicans are likely to fall in with thisidea.

Trift to I'a've Wny.
President Taft, by sending in a mes¬
